He said word got out about 
the paid help as volunteer num- 
bers dwindled — something

Because of the shortage of 
volunteers, Warkentin said, it 
may be looking at concentrating 
its fondraising efforts Thursdays 
to Saturdays.

Niagara College gets $4.2M 
for innovation centre expansion

QMI Agency Niagara 
Niagara College’s research 
and innovation centre is about 
to get even more innovative. 

The school was given 
a $4.2-million grant from 
the provincial govern¬ 
ment last Wednesday to 
build a 1,350-square-metre 
(15,000-square-foot) expan¬ 
sion at its Rankin Technology 
Centre in Welland. 

The new space will be a per¬ 
manent facility for the school’s 
advanced manufacturing 
innovation centre, which pro¬ 
vides research and develop¬ 
ment for Niagara businesses 
that may not otherwise be 
able to access it 


"The nature of advance 
manufacturing requires we 
have state-of-the-art facilities 
with high-tech equipment 
that local small- and medium¬ 
sized enterprises can access," 
said the school’s president, 
Dan Patterson. 

“This funding will allow 
us to build a facility that is 
designed from the view of 
'how can we stimulate more 
jobs and attract more compa¬ 
nies to set up in the Niagara 
region, and in particular in 
Welland?”' 


was made by Reza Moridi, 
who is both Ontario’s minis¬ 
ter of training, colleges and 
universities and minister of 


research and innovation. 

“It’s good to see Niagara 
College is acting as a link 
between academia and indus¬ 
try. That's what the govern¬ 
ment is encouraging,'’ he said. 

Moridi said the collabo¬ 
ration with private indus¬ 
try helps the economy, while 
also providing students with 
real-world training and con¬ 
nections that can lead to jobs 
after graduation. 

Patterson agreed. 

“Not only are we provid¬ 
ing a highly-skilled workforce, 
but we’re saying we can be the 
research and development 
arm of small- and medium¬ 
sized companies to allow them 
to be competitive,” he said.

Construction on the expan¬ 
sion is expected to start in the 
spring and the goal is to have 
it ready for use by the fall of 
2016.

The last major 
renovation took place in 2011, 
when an additional 1,902 


square metres (21,137 square 
feet) was added.

Is Niagara falling behind?

Recent trips to Pittsburgh 
and Hamilton for Niagara Falls 
Mayor Jim Diodati and St. 
Catharines Mayor-elect Wal¬ 
ter Sendzik highlighted how far 
along those cides' economies 
have come and how far behind 

“They’ve gone from rustbelt 
to renaissance,” Diodati says of 
Pittsburgh, acity he toured with 
their Mayor Bill Peduto. 

“They realized opening up the 
mills again was not the answer. 
Those jobs left permanently. 
They had to reinvent themselves 
and they have.” 

It starts to become clear hear¬ 
ing Diodati describe his trip to 


Pittsburgh as to why he contin¬ 
ues to beat the drum for a uni¬ 
versity campus in downtown 
Niagara Falls. 

“(Pittsburgh) merged educa¬ 
tion with economic development 
and entrepreneurship Theyincu- 
bated opportunity through light 
manufacturing. They utilized 
and expanded their universities. 
Through this re-gentrification and 
bold, new direction, they have 
been able to attract more educa¬ 
tional opportunities and emerg- 
ingtechnologies.” 

Diodati says that sort of revi¬ 
talization could happen in Nia¬ 
gara, which has “a lot of geo- 

“Pittsburgh proper is not that 
big (about 306,000 people ver¬ 
sus about 427,000 in Niagara), 


yetyoucansee... new high rises, 
new buildings going up. They 
chose not to chase the opportu¬ 
nities that left, but to create new 
opportunities.” 

Sendzik, who was also in 
Pittsburgh last December with 
his wife and kids, says they came 
away with a “great appreciation 
of both how & along Pittsburgh 
is and how fer behind we are.” 

Sendzik had that same feeling 
when he was driving through 
Hamilton and its downtown 
area this week 

Much like its Steel City coun¬ 
terpart in the U.S., Sendzik saw 
how investments in downtown 


paying off in Hamilton. 

“We have to get our act 
together (in Niagara),” he says. 
“Niagara Falls, St. Catharines 
and Welland — all of Niagara 
—we have to work very closely 
together, we have to support 
each other!’ 

He says the "big economic 


drivers of the past" will not be 
the answer moving forward and 
Niagara politicians have to “put 
in place fundamental plans with 
facets and deadlines. 

“We have to measure every¬ 
thing we do and be on the same 
page. We can’t be pulling apart 
the febric of things." 

Sendzik says Hamilton, which 
is a centre of bio science and 
health science, is “eight years 
ahead of us,” while Niagara is 
“probably 15 years behind" 
Kitchener-Waterloo, which, he 
adds, has one, integrated munic¬ 
ipal transit system and an inno¬ 
vative educational hub. 

"The truisms are all around 
us. If we don’t get our act 
together today, we're going to 
fall further behind” 

Sendzik says it's time Niagara 
markets itself as one economy 
— "one investment-ready com¬ 
munity with a complete pack¬ 
age of assets. 

“If Niagara Falls gets a sig¬ 


nificant investment, we should 
celebrate that. Same goes for if 
we land a new business. Every 
time a significant new business 
opens in Niagara, all the mayors 
should be there.” 

Diodati describes Niagara's 
makeup as a bicycle wheel that 
has “a lot of spokes. 

“We’re all connected. A good 
portion of GM workers (in St. 
Catharines) are from Niagara 
Falls and a good portion of our 
casino workers are from St. 
Catharines. That’s why every 
part of the region is important” 

Welland Mayor-elect Frank 
Campion says while a regional 
mindset is "very important,” 
there will always be parochial¬ 
ism, especially among mayors 
who are elected to represent 
their respective communities. 

“In general, what’s good for 
the region is good for the munic¬ 
ipalities, but there’s always a bit 
of a ruffle there,” he says. 

“When you’re trying to 


increase your tax base, you’re 
trying to encourage develop¬ 
ment within your city bounda- 

Campion says Welland 
should “make our assets work 
for us,” such as the Welland 
Canal, which he describes as an 
“underutilized” asset 

Campion says he believes 
there’s “definitely” an opportu¬ 
nity for a renaissance in Niagara, 
particularly in Welland. 

'We just have to rethink how 


that's why I want to bring a more 
business-like approach to coun¬ 
cil decisions. 

“We can enhance the types 
of manufacturing that we have 
by utilizing our (Community 
Improvement Plans) and by 
providing incentives and grants 
to help make us attractive, as 
opposed to going to the U.S."

“It contains some of Irving Berlin's 
best music,” she says. “ Blue Skies, I Love 
a Piano, Love You Didn’t Do Right By Me 
... I think White Christmas is the only 
Christmas song in the show.” 

Don’t expect a bunch of cheesy car¬ 
ols pandering to the crowd. The musical 
sticks to the film's story about two Second 
World War army buddies who perform in 
nightclubs after the war, and the two sis¬ 
ters who eventually perform with them. 

“It’s not a show about Christmas,” says 
Leard. "It’s a show about people helping 
people, about love.” 

fhe film was based on the 1942 musi¬ 
cal Holiday Inn, which is actually where 
Bing Crosby’s song White Christmas first 
appeared. 

The Garden City Productions ver¬ 
sion, which opened Saturday, stars 
Dean Christopher, Lynn Farquharson, 
Ian Harte and Samantha Marchionda. 
The full 33-member cast is joined by a 
16-piece orchestra. 

It is the first Garden City show since 
the death of longtime company director 
Diane Nyland Proctor in October.

Listed in the Guinness Book of Records 
as the world’s most-performed French 
play, it opened in London’s West End in

Director Derek Joynes had been itch¬ 
ing to bring the show to Fort Erie for two 
years, but the rights weren’t available.

When Silicon Knights closed 
three years ago, the hundred or so 
programmers and artists working 
at the St. Catharines video-game 
company’s expansive 1 St. Paul St 


office said goodbye and headed 
their separate ways. 

But in the cycle of video-game 
development, three years is just 
long enough for those laid off 
employees to launch their own 
companies and start getting their 
first games off the ground. 


A few hallways away from 
where Silicon Knights once stood 
tall as a pillar of the Canadian 
video-game industry, two newer 
companies — albeit much smaller 
— are now set to launch their own 

Rollers of the Realm, produced 



by Phantom Compass, goes on sale for 
the Sony Playstation 4 and other plat¬ 
forms Tuesday. Earlier this week, Sony 
announced it was picking up Pixel- 
NAUT’s debut game, Lost Orbit, for the 
PS4 in early 2015. 

Most of the employees for the two 
companies used to work with Silicon 
Knights, but the social network formed 
by the former company stretches much 
further. 

“Being such a big company, you work 
with a lot of people and when some¬ 
thing disintegrates like that, all of those 
people have to go somewhere," said Pix- 
elNAUTS co-founder Chris Iacobucci. “I 
feel like we know people in the indus¬ 
try not just in Ontario, but all over the 

Ericka Evans, the head production for 
Phantom Compass, said video-game 
companies tend to work together more 
than other industries. 

“My perspective is you can't look at 
anybody as your competition or you 
would have to look at everybody as your 
competition," she said. “There's so much 
to gain by working together, especially in 
building up the region.” 

PixelNAUTS has five employees 
while Phantom Compass has six in St. 
Catharines and another four working 
across southern Ontario. Unlike Silicon 
Knights, which took up three floors of 1 
St. Paul St. at its peak, the two new com¬ 
panies have small, single-room office 
space inside Innovate Niagara’s the Gen¬ 
erator at One, a digital media business 
incubator. Also working from one of the 
Innovate Niagara offices is Creative Bytes, 
a year-old company building mobile app 


“Some of our friends are a little bit big¬ 
ger than us, but it changed a while back. 
It used to be that you had to have a 60- 
to 100-person team and a $15 million 
budget to produce games at $60 each,” 
said Iacobucci. 

Now, he said, there’s a big market for 
games ranging from $1 up to $20. 

“Once that market started to appear, it 
allowed small shops like us to exist," he 

Games like Lost Orbit cost a few hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars to make and digital 
media funding through the Ontario gov¬ 
ernment covers about half the amount if 
everyone hired to work on the project is 
living in the province. 

It has allowed the local video-game 
market to explode. 

“It’s bringing a lot of jobs here, too, so 
it’s pretty amazing,” Golebiowski said of 
the funding. 

Evans said Rollers of the Realm started 
out as a “portfolio project” to help 20 or 
so former Silicon Knights employees 
show the type of work they were capa¬ 
ble of. 

But the project took off and got funded 
to make it a more widely-released game. 

“It's definitely the biggest project that 
we’ve worked on with the most people 
and the biggest budget,” Evans said. 

She said the fact two game studios 
in St. Catharines are releasing games 
around the same time is a “positive sign.” 

“It shows there is a talent and there’s a 
place for it to be fostered,” she said.

Another fight for veterans

When Niagara resident James Scott came 
home after serving three years in Bosnia, he 
didn’t expect to be treated like a hero. 

He also didn’t expect to be nearly home¬ 
less. 

Scott, who was in Bosnia from 1991 to 
1993, split from his wife and “spent a few 
years couch surfing with friends." 

As he snuggled to get back on his feet, Scott 
said Royal Canadian Legion Branch 479 in 
Niagara Falls was there for him. 

“They brought me food when I needed 
it, they took care of some of my bills, they 
brought me in, I’m now sergeant-at-arms 
there. I’ve also had a lot of help from Veterans 
Affairs.” 

According to the legion, there are approxi¬ 
mately 35 homeless veterans in Niagara. 

“At times, it’s still hard for me,’’ says Scott “I 
have good days and I have bad days. It’s hard 
for (struggling veterans) to come forward 
because of their own personal pride. Some of 
them just don’t want to be helped, they just 

Others might not know help is available. 

“I didn’tknowalot about it myself until the 
legion came along and took care of things for 
me, got me pointed in the right direction.’’ 

Louis Frenette, a service officer with 
Branch 479 who also looks after 17 legions 
from Grimsby to Fort Erie, says he would 
describe ahomeless veteran as someone who 
is either “living under the bridges," or some¬ 
one who has "absolutely nothing left after 
their rent and their food is paid.” 

Branch 479 started looking into the issue 
21/2 years ago and discovered there was no 
homeless shelter for men in Niagara Falls. 

“We couldn’t understand why there’s no 
homeless shelter for men, let alone veterans. 
I started inquiring around with the branches 
that we deal with, asked a few questions and 
we come to find out that we have approxi¬ 
mately 35 veterans that are homeless.” 

Frenette, who runs the Veterans Resource 
Centre at the Spring St. legion, says he 
has dealt with veterans who simply need 
the bare essentials to others who are 


time settlement 

“You give a 23-year-old $280,000 when he 
comes out of three tours in Afghanistan, what 
is he going to do?” asks Frenette. “He’s going 
to go on the longest the nicest vacation, he’s 
going to come back and buy the biggest vehi¬ 
cle that he can possibly have and then he’s 
going to party the rest of what’s left 

“To my way of thinking as a veteran, that’s 
wrong. The money should be kept back, it 
should be involved in a fund where he can 
draw a monthly pension.” 

Veterans Affairs did not respond to specific 
questions related to this feature as of dead- 

Instead, the ministry referred this reporter 
to its website (www.veterans.gc.ca), which 
states the government provides a tax-free dis¬ 
ability payment of up to $298,587 to veterans, 
based on the extent of their disability. 

Veterans can choose between three pay¬ 
ment options: a lump-sum payment, an 
annual installment over the number of years 
of a veteran’s choosing or a combination of 
the two options. 

Veterans may also be eligible for a number 


for the economic impact of an injury or ill¬ 
ness, including a guarantee that the monthly 
income of recipients will not fall below75% of 
their pre-release military salary. 

In 2011, the government enhanced the 
Earnings Loss Benefit to ensure a total pre¬ 
tax income of at least $42,400 a year, regard¬ 
less of the salary a soldier was earning while 
in the Armed Forces. 

There are additional income supports, 
clothing allowances and a one-time sup¬ 
plementary retirement benefit, payable at 
age 65, “to recognize the reduced ability of 
injured and ill veterans to put money aside in 
a private pension plan. 

“With these changes, our most severely 
injured men and women are guaranteed 
an annual income of at least $61,800 a year,” 
states the website. 

Veterans Affairs also has a section on its 
website dedicated to homeless or at-risk 


He says most of the veterans in need 
served in Afghanistan or are peace-time sol¬ 
diers. They could be anywhere from 20 years 
old and up. 

"Most of them have fallen through the 
cracks. They’ve given up on the government 
to give them a helping hand because it’s so 
hard, some of them are tired of applying (for 
assistance). They’ve been shuffled down... 
and it just gets to the point where they say, 
'I have had enough' and they just take off on 
their own.” 

Frenette says the way he understands it, 
the federal government has separate classi¬ 
fications for veterans when it comes to pay, 
depending on which conflict they've been a 

“lb me, the government is wrong because 
they're classifying war. War is war, I don’t care 
howyoulookatit... aveteranisaveteran.” 

Frenette says he also disagrees with the 
federal government replacing veteran pen¬ 
sions with lump-sum payments. 

For decades, an injured war veteran from 
Canada received a pension for life. But after 
the New Veterans Charter was implemented 


related to outreach and emergency serv¬ 
ices. Those who have served in the Canadian 
Armed Forces looking for help can call Veter¬ 
ans Affairs at 1-866-522-2122. 

Frenette, who served 15 years in the Armed 
Forces as a peace-time soldier, says “one of 
the saddest cases I've seen” involved a now- 
deceased Niagara veteran. 

The woman, who suffered from post-trau- 
matic stress disorder, severe depression and 
alcoholism, sought help after she came home. 
While the help was there, it was far from an 
ideal situation for het; says Frenette. 

"This lady had to go and sit in a car 
with four other guys. This woman had 
been raped in Bosnia while she was in 
the Armed Forces, she is dealing with that 
situation, now she has to drive with four 
men to London, as the only woman, and 
drive back here again, after the session. 

“Could we not make arrangements to 
have somebody here in the Niagara Penin¬ 
sula? Are we that poor that we can't make 
that arrangement for a veteran?”

Meanwhile, Frenette says legions 
across Niagara continue to work on 
getting a homeless shelter up and run¬ 
ning for veterans. 

A property is being looked at in 
Welland. 

Legions don’t pay for the bricks and 
mortar component of projects, but a 
central fund would help pay to main¬ 
tain the shelter. 

“I think we would probably get five 
to seven units through the legions that 
will be available. They’re self-con¬ 
tained, it’s like a motel room. It has 
to be a long-term facility because we 
don’t know how long it’s going to take 
for (homeless veterans to become self- 
reliant),” says Frenette. 

“This place, if it ever comes about, 
will have a Veterans Affairs officer on 
premises and they will be able to get 
in touch with the professionals to help 
out — the psychiatrist, the doctors, 
we have people that have volunteered 
their services, an RN that will be able 
to tend to these peoples’ needs as they 
come in.” 

Niagara Falls MP Rob Nicholson did 
not answer specific questions about 
the homeless veteran situation in Nia¬ 
gara.

provided a general e-mail statement. 

"Veterans have made countless sac¬ 
rifices and built our country into the 
proud, strong nation we are today. 
They are owed our respect and grati¬ 
tude,” reads the statement. 

Through the federal government’s 
Homelessness Partnering Strategy, 
homeless Canadians can get help and 
permanent housing, says Nicholson. 

“Veterans projects are, of course, 
eligible under Homelessness Partner¬ 
ing Strategy, and we encourage inter¬ 
ested organizations to contact their 
local community entity. Additionally, 
the Department of Veterans Affairs has 
many services and benefits tailored 
specifically to meet the needs of Cana¬ 
da’s veterans.”

Legion leaders prefer Remembrance Day status quo

Turning it into a paid statu¬ 
tory holiday in Ontario could 
dilute the seriousness of the 

That's the view of two senior 
Niagara officers of the Royal 
Canadian Legion. 

Both responded to a deci¬ 
sion Tuesday by District 
School Board of Niagara trus¬ 
tees to send a letter to fed¬ 
eral and provincial authori¬ 
ties urging the status quo for 
that day. 

Trustee Dalt Clark and 
some other trustees said 
school war memorial gather¬ 
ings and organized activities 
on Nov. 11 are an important 
part of the Remembrance Day 
experience for students. 

“I don’t believe that the 


children will show up at the 
cenotaph if it’s a paid holi¬ 
day,” said Jack Gemmell, Nia¬ 
gara zone commander of the 
Royal Canadian Legion, add¬ 
ing various legions are already 
involved in many school pro- 

“In the schools, they are 
getting the understanding of 
what it is all about and the 
need to remember the veter¬ 
ans,” Gemmell said. “I fully 
feel they should be at school 
on Nov. 11.” 

Tom Townsley, legion 
Branch 24 president in St. 
Catharines, agrees. 

“I would like to see it stay 
the way it is,” said Towns¬ 
ley. “There are many pro¬ 
grams we’ve been setting up 
with the schools ... if there’s 
a school holiday, then a lot of 
these children are probably 
not going to show up (at serv¬ 
ices).” 


Last week, New Demo¬ 
crat MP Dan Harris intro¬ 
duced a private member’s bill 
in Ottawa that would make 
Remembrance Day a national 
statutory holiday. A second- 
reading vote on the bill has 
been passed by MPs and it is 
nowin the committee stage. 

The federal bill would 
amend the Holidays Act to 
treat Remembrance Day like 
other paid, national statutory 
holidays such as Canada Day. 

Four provinces, including 
Ontario and Quebec, do not 
have Remembrance Day as a 
paid stat holiday, and it would 
be up to each province to 
enact any new statuatory holi¬ 
day legislation. 

St. Catharines MP Rick 
Dykstra said he has worked 
with Harris on the bill and 
supports the principle of the 
bill. 

Dykstra also notes prov- 


Kathy Burtnik, chair of 
Niagara Catholic District 
School Board, said options 
about Remembrance Day 
haven't been discussed at 
her board table. 

Burtnik said she hasn't 
otherwise given too much 
thought to whether or not it 
should be a statutory holiday. 


inces have jurisdiction over 
creating statuatory holidays 
and paid days off work. 

“Our view is changing this 
to a legal (federal) holiday is 
a symbolic, albeit strong ges¬ 
ture,” he said. 

“Provinces are not obliged,

“I like the status quo, 
where we can give it the 
reverence that it's due, 
leading up to and on 
Remembrance Day itself," 
she said. 


The MP said he under¬ 
stands the DSBN trustees’ 

“But taking into account 
the education process lead¬ 
ing up to Remembrance Day 
— and the potential of these 
children being able to attend 
the services independent of 
being at school — is some¬ 
thing that needs to be consid¬ 


ered,” Dykstra said. 

He said testimony during 
the heritage committee stage 
would be hilly considered and 
could affect clause-by-clause 
bill recommendations. 

Welland MP Malcolm Allen 
said he’s essentially unde¬ 
cided on the issue. 

“There are pluses to both 
sides of the argument.... I’m 
willing to listen to folks on 
both sides of this issue," Allen 
said, adding students' partic¬ 
ipation on Nov. 11 isn’t con¬ 
sistent across all schools. 

“But it is also a valid con¬ 
cern as to what happens (to 
student involvement) if it's a 
stat holiday,” he said. 

Allen feels if a statuatory 
holiday is declared, it should 
fall on whatever day Nov. 11 
happens to be, rather than it 
becoming “just another paid 
holiday” that could be taken 
as a long weekend.

• Cross at pedestrian crosswalks. Check for traffic before crossing. 

• Make “eye contact “with motorists or pedestrians before crossing to make sure they 
are stopping. 

• Obey all traffic control signs and devices. 

• Slow down when travelling around pedestrians and avoid travelling too closely. 

• Keep to the right on sidewalks and avoid honking your horn. 

• Drive your scooter straight at a ramp. Most scooters have anti tip wheels to keep 
them from tipping when doing angled manoeuvres. 

• Your scooter should have a safety flag, reflectors and lights in the front and back so 
you can be seen at all times. 

• Wearing a reflective safety vest is also a good idea and is essential if you have to 
travel at night. 

• Carry a cell phone and have your emergency contact information taped onto your 
scooter so it is easy to find.

‘Nothing compared to 
what those soldiers did’

It was nearly silent in the darkness, 
standing guard overnight beside the new 
cenotaph in Wainfleet. 

The quiet ruffling of the flags and the 
rustling of wildlife among the leaves 
were for the most part all the sounds 
FCpl. Nick Loibl heard as he took up his 
post at the side of the monument near 
the township hall. 

"It was truly amazing,” the 14-year-old 
member of the 79th Lynton Davies Squad¬ 
ron air cadets said Tuesday, as Remem¬ 
brance Day ceremonies were about to 
begin. “You could see the stars above 
your head and the nearly-full moon. It’s 
like nothing I'd ever seen, really." 

Despite the warm fall morning that 
greeted the cadets from Port Colborne, it 
was frigid overnight. 

Being woken to stand guard at the cen¬ 
otaph for 45 minute shifts wasn’t easy. 
But, he said, thecoldwaseasyto endure, 
considering the reason the cadets were 
at the cenotaph. 

“It’s worth it because you know what 
you're doing is nothing compared to 
what those soldiers did," Loibl said. “It’s 
just amazing.” 

It was the third time he and his fellow 
cadets have spent the eve of Remem¬ 
brance Day standing guard at a ceno- 

Each of those nights for the past two 
years, cadets have camped out beside 
the cenotaph at Port Colborne’s H.H. 
Knoll Park, taking turns watching over 
the monument 

This year, the 20 cadets who partici¬ 
pated split up into two teams and held 
vigil overnight at both cenotaphs, said 
their commanding officer Joe Belansky. 

Compared to camping out at the Port 
Colborne park, Loibl said the overnight 
stay in Wainfleet was luxurious. 

They slept overnight in the warmth 
of the Wainfleet Are department hall, 
rather than freezing in a tent at the Port 
Colborne park. 

But the campout at H.H. Knoll this 
year wasn't that bad either, Belansky 

He said tents were set up at the park 
and enclosed with tarps, and propane 
heaters were brought in to keep the 
cadets warm. 

“Everybody got taken care of this year,” 
he said. 

Cadet Sgt. Riley Jackson, 15, described 
his overnight stay in Wainfleet as 
serene. At one point during the night, 
he watched quietly as a coyote scurried 
across the highway, making its way along 
the bank of the Feeder Canal. 

"In the middle of the night, it’s really 
quiet,” he said. “At H.H. Knoll, you can 
hear the lake. But here, it’s just silence.” 

Loibl was happy to see the new cen¬ 
otaph built in the community he calls

Cenotaph ceremony 
makes history 

Technical glitch doesn't dampen 
patriotic spirit at monument’s 
first-ever gathering

It was a dream come true for Bob Cum- 

He has spent most of his life as a mem¬ 
ber of Welland’s Royal Canadian Legion 
branch 4, and led many Remembrance 
Day ceremonies in that time. But until 
now, the Wainfleet man has never been 
able to honour Canada’s soldiers in his 
own community. 

“My heart is three times as large as it 
normally is,” Cummings said after leading 
the ceremony at the new cenotaph beside 
the Wainfleet township hall. I’ve wanted 
to do this for nine or 10 years.” 

Added Doug Wilford, who led the town¬ 
ship’s fundraising effort to build the ceno¬ 
taph: “It’s hard to describe the way I feel 
right now. There’s a real sense of accom¬ 
plishment and pride. I think that summa¬ 
rizes it all.” 

He said he was overwhelmed by the 
hundreds of Wainfleet residents and stu¬ 
dents who gathered at the new cenotaph 
for the ceremony—an event he described 
as historic. 

Wainfleet Mayor April Jeffs recalled past 
Remembrance Days, reflecting on heroes 
of battles long ago and tales of "triumph 
and glory.” 

"But Remembrance Day in 2014 is very, 
very different,” she said. "War, in definition 
by today's standards, has now crossed our 
borders.... What started out as a monu¬ 
ment to honour those who served decades 
before us also serves as a sober reminder 
of how precious our freedom truly is.” 

The new cenotaph allowed Wainfleet 
resident and Second World War veteran 
Harold Grant to finally honour his fallen 
comrades in his own community. 

Grant, 90, said the sound of exploding 
mortars while fighting in Italy, France and 
Holland 70 years ago damaged his hear¬ 
ing. But he made it home alive. 

"I survived the war. I had my best friend 
with me,” Grant said following the service. 
"My best friend was my machine gun.” 

Although there is no Wainfleet chap¬ 
ter of the Royal Canadian Legion, legion 
members from other communities trav¬ 


elled to the township to help run the 

Chris Tietz came in from Simcoe to par¬ 
ticipate, leading representatives of numer¬ 
ous organizations to the cenotaph to lay 
wreaths. 

“I used to be a sergeant at arms in Sim¬ 
coe, so I thought it would be nice to get 
a wreath and bring it here,” he said. “For 
the very first time, I thought it was really 
good.” 

There was, however, one aspect of the 
ceremony that didn’t run with military 
precision — the sound system. 

“How come things run so perfect in 
practice?” Cummings asked while trying 
to get The Last Post to play on the PA sys- 

Finally, a familiar though distorted song 
began emanating from the speaker but it 
was O Canada, rather than the lonely 
sound of the bugle the crowd was expect¬ 
ing. 

Since it was Canada's national anthem, 
he couldn’t very well turn it off on Remem¬ 
brance Day. 

Although it was the second time O Can¬ 
ada was played, most of the people gath¬ 
ered didn’t seem to mind singing it again. 

Cummings tried a second time to play 
the recording of The Last Post, but again 
O Canada rang through the speaker. And 
again, the crowd sang along despite hav¬ 
ing heard it for the third time. 

Finally, amid a screech of feedback, the 
solemn opening notes of The Last Post 
rang from the crackling speaker. 

But then, just as Cummings advised 
the crowd, “We’ll now have a moment 
of silence,” the blare of bagpipes blasted 
from the sound system. 

Following the disruption, Cummings 
warned the infernal machine: “Don’t you 

But the PA system did dare, and started 
blaring out the sound of a piano. At that 
point, Cummings just shut it off. 

"I would ask die committee to seriously 
consider fundraising for a new PA system,” 
Cummings said.

Veterans, nurses at war remembered and thanked 


Edward Scott was a pilot 
in the Second World War. On 
Remembrance Day, the long¬ 
time Port Colborne man was 
laid to rest 

“I thought it was very spe¬ 
cial,” Sandra Scott said of the 
Nov. 11 significance, follow¬ 
ing her grandfather’s funeral 
Tuesday. 

“The service was very good, 
too. They made mention a 
few times about it falling on 
Remembrance Day." 

Edward Scott, a member of 
Port Colbome’s Royal Cana¬ 
dian Legion branch 56, died 
last Friday at Maple Park 
Lodge in Fort Erie at the age 
of 93. 

The recipient of many med¬ 
als for his service, Scott flew 
overseas missions for the 
Royal Canadian Air Force 
from 1942-46. 

“He told us war stories all 
the time,” his granddaughter 
said. 

A few hours before good¬ 
byes were said to the old war 
pilot, fresh-faced teenagers 


with ceremonial rifles kept 
watch at Port Colborne’s cen¬ 
otaph. Many thoughts turned 
to the 24-year-old father of 
one, Cpl. Nathan Cirillo, who 
was shot dead while perform¬ 
ing a similar duty at Ottawa’s 
war memorial last month. 

The extra police presence at 
H.H. Knoll Lakeview Park, as 
a result, didn’t go unnoticed 
Tuesday morning. 

It was at the lakeside city’s 
Remembrance Day ceremo¬ 
nies that Cirillo, shot on Oct. 
22, and also 53-year-old War¬ 
rant Officer Patrice Vincent, 
who had died two days earlier 
after he and another soldier 
were run down in Saint-Jean- 
Sur-Richelieu southeast of 
Montreal, were both remem- 

“The Nov. 11 ceremony 
is always a poignant day,” 
Welland MP Malcolm Allen 
said at Port Colborne’s day of 
remembrance. 

“To me, this day is extremely 
significant” 

Roughly 500 people turned 
out under sunny skies and in 
unseasonably warm tempera¬ 
tures to participate in the Nov. 


11 observance. 

A flypast by a Second World 
War-era plane ended two 
minutes’ silence for the fallen 
before dozens of wreaths were 
laid. 

Welland MPP Cindy For¬ 
ster said it is important that 
sacrifices made by those peo¬ 
ple who ensured Canada's 
freedoms is not forgotten. 

“We need to ensure we 
remember them every day, 
not Just on Nov. 11," she said. 

And, the former nurse 
added, it's important to 
remember the women who 
tended to the injured and 
dying at war, and also the 
women who worked in the 
factories at home while 
men were fighting over¬ 
seas. 

In the crowd were young 
faces, not just children sport¬ 
ing T-shirts and poppies but 
also those of the Naval League 
Cadet Corps’ 200 Victory unit 
— many of its newest elemen¬ 
tary-age kids who donned 
their blue uniform and white 
caps for the first time less than 
24 hours earlier.
